POLITICAL APPOINTMENTS. 


Investigating Alleged Bribery Cases In 
New Tork City. 
N ew Yo rk. Ju n e 23d —T he State Senate Com­ 
m ittee this m orning heard th e testim ony of 
R ichard Croker, the T am m any leader, in re­ 
b uttal of the sensational evidence given by his 
brother-in-law , Patrick McCann, some tim e ago, 
involving Mayor G rant and others. Croker de­ 
clared th a t McCann’s story, to the effect th at the 
witness h ad 8180,000 In his satchel to bribe the 
A lderm en to confirm G rant’s appointm ent to the 
Com m itsionership of P ublic W orks, w as abso­ 
lutely untrue in all particulars. 
No such sum 
was raised, nor h ad G rant raised S80,000, as al­ 
leged. The witDess asked McCann abont the 
rum or th a t 8SO.OOO h ad been raised to keep H u­ 
bert O.Thom pson in th a t position. 
McCann referred him to Tom Adams, who 
said he knew nothing of it. Tam m any was 
fighting th e renom ination o f Thompson. This 
was in 1884. John Kelly w as theD alive and the 
boss of Tam m any. T .m m an y ’s candidate was 
John McQuade 
It was untrue th at the witness 
was to get 10 cents per barrel on all cem ent used 
by the D epartm ent oi Public Works if G rant was 
m ade the Commissioner. G rant, as th e god­ 
father of witness’ daughter Flossie, on two oc­ 
casions m ade her presents of 85,000. There was 
no previous understanding about it. It was in­ 
vested in real estate fcr h er benefit. The w it­ 
ness was not indebted to McCann, as alleged. 
On cross-exam ination th e old Tweed ring 
was brought up. A docum ent was show n the 
witness, signed by a num ber of Alderm en, in ­ 
cluding Croker, in which they swore not to con­ 
firm anyone or pass any im portant hill w ithout 
consulting H enry VV.Genet and otherT am m any 
leaders. One signature was cut out. 
An objection was m ade to this testimony. 
Lawyer Ivins, for the prosecution, said th a t he 
proposed to show th at the fag ends of politics 
in Tweed’s tim e still rule New York politics. 
Recess. 
After recess Ivins took up once more Mayor 
G rant’s presents to Flossie Croker. 
"Did the present create any surprise on your 
part?’’ 
‘ 
“Well, of course, I recognized th e fact th at 
G rant was doing a very generous action. Mrs. 
Croker 
took the envelope 
containing 
the 
m oney from Flossie and put it in the cafe." 
“ Did you buy th at safe?" 
“ No. It was bought for m e by Mr. F lack." 
Croker said he did not invest the money 
right away, because he ow ned some property 
w hich he was trying to sell, and he w anted to 
add this m oney to th a t ,he already had before 
buying any m ore property. 
Senator M cNaughton said the com m ittee had 
no business inquiring in Croker’s trusteeship of 
the money given by G rant to Miss Flossie 
Croker. At this reply to Ivins the Tam m anyites 
applauded vigorously. 
Croker declared th at no tax w as levied on any 
office-holder for election purposes. The ex ­ 
penses, however, in various districts were very 
heavy. Croker did not know w hat contribu­ 
tions had been m ade by Judge Bookstaver, 
Mayor Grant, Mayor H ew itt and other candi­ 
dates. 
Mrs. Croker was then put upon th e stand. She 
denied th at she ever told McCann th a t Croker 
had gone to Europe and left h er unprovided 
for; th a t she had ever said th at Mayor G rant 
gave Flossie 825.000, or th at she ever set up all 
night to guard 8180,000 w hich had been raised 
to secure G rant's appointm ent as Commissioner 
of Public Works. She said she put the money 
given little Flossie by M.iyor G rant into the 
safe, aud th a t it rem ained tnere un til the prop­ 
erty was bought. 


SALVATOR AND TENNY. 


A M a tc h R a c e Between These Noted 
Horses Announced for To-morrow. 
New York, June 23d.—T here has not been in 
years so lively an interest in a race as now ex­ 
ists am ong the turfm en of New York in the 
{(reat m atch of W ednesday to be run betw een 
Salvator and Tenny. The sym pathies of the 
local racing m en are altogether w ith the latter 
horse. The event is looked upon as a duel be­ 
tw een the crack representative of the California 
stables and the pet of the New York sports. 
New Yorkers w ant badly to see California 
beaten. The m oney that was m ade ou Salvator 
on Suburban day was chiefly m ade by W estern­ 
ers. The New York m en had faith in th eir own 
horse aud hacked th eir judgm ent. They have 
not altogether lost th at faith, aud there is cer­ 
tain to be a full quarter ot a m illion change 
hands on the result of the race. 
M atches are so seldom m ade on th e tu rf that 
m ost turfm en were surprised at the readiness 
w ith w hich Pulsifer threw the gauntlet alter 
T enny’s apparently conclusive defeat, and at 
Haggins equal alacrity in taking it up. The 
m om entary inducem ent of 85.U00 m ust have 
been an unim portant consideration to either of 
the gentlem en, for eith er Salvator or Tenny 
should w in m any tim es th a t am ount before the 
end of the season. 
In fact, the forthcom ing struggle m ay im ­ 
pair the usefulness of both of them for some 
tim e to come. 
But Pulsifer thought th a t his 
colt was better than the Californian, and would 
not be satisfied of the contrary w ithout one 
m ore trial. 
Haggin, after careful deliberation, 
concluded to grant his rival the coveted op­ 
portunity. 
Racing m en are divided on the opinion as to 
who will wiu. 
Many New Yorkers who are 
most anxious th e New* Y'ork stable should win 
are betting on the California horse 
Still, 
Tenny has thousands of hackers. 
Pulsifier 
him self has been heard to say he will stand to 
lose 825,000 if his horse does not beat the Cali 
fom ian. 
A sporting m an yesterday said : 
“ Here’s the 
v ital question. 
How m uch bet er w ill Tenny 
run with only one horse to interfere w ith him 
than he did w hen tram m eled by h alf a dozen 
other horses, who kept him from the rail in the 
early part of the race and iorced him to go a 
longer route than his principal adversary ?

DEATH OF JUDGE McCRARY, 


Secretary oi War Under the Hayes Ad­ 
ministration. 


S t . J o s e p h (Mo.), June 23d.—Hon. George W- 
McCrary, of K ansas City, died in this city this 
afternoon. 
He had been afflicted som etim e 
w ith a tum or in the stom ach. (Mr. McCrary 
was titty-five years old, aud was born in Evans­ 
ville, Indiana 
In com pany w ith his parents iu 
1836 he w ent to that part of W estern Wisconsin 
Territory which afterw ards becam e the State 
of Iowa, and began the practice of law in Keo­ 
kuk in 1855. 
lie soon took a high rank. In 
1857 he was a m em ber of th e State Legislature, 
and from 1861 to 1865 a State Senator Jrom Keo­ 
kuk, and Chairm an of the Committee on Mili­ 
tary A ff-iirs. 
In 1868 he entered Congress, and 
served until M arch, 1877. 
Iu 1876 Judge Mc­ 
Crary introduced in Congress the uoted electoral 
commission bill. W hen President Hayes form ed 
his cabinet McCrary was given the W ar port­ 
folio, w hich he he d for tw o Years. 
He re­ 
signed to accept a Judgeshlp*of the United 
States Court, to w hich he was appointed in De­ 
cem ber, 1879. In M arch, 1884, he resigned the 
Judgeship and removed from Keokuk to Kansas 
City, w here he becam e the geueial consulting 
attorney of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad Company, a position w hich he occu­ 
pied at the tim e of his death.]

THE NEW REPUBLIC. 


The 
New 
Constitution 
Adopted 
by 
Brazil. 
Rio p e J a n e i r o , Ju n e 23d.—The new constitu­ 
tion w ill be tne fundam ental law of the land 
only after the Assembly shall have approved it. 
Im m ediately after the decreeing of the consti­ 
tution there w ill be an election of Senators and 
Deputies, sixty-three of the former and two h u n ­ 
dred of the latter. Im m ediatelv alter th at the 
first regular session and election of officers of 
th e provisional G overnm ent w ill take place. 
The Assembly w ill at onee select a new Chief 
of State, w ho will then proceed to organize the 
regular Cabinet. 
T hen the Assembly w ill re­ 
vise the Constitution and afterw ard prom ulgate 
It as revised. The following are the principal 
Ideas of the Constitution: 
Brazil adopts the 
A m erican system of the responsible Executive, 
w ith Secretaries, responsible only to them and 
to the people. A Senator or Deputy who is 
chosen as Secretary loses his seat. 
The first election of President will he in No­ 
vem ber next by Congress. The President shall 
be elected to a six years’ term , and be ineligible 
for the next ten years succeeding. The Secre­ 
taries of sta te are ineligible for the Presidency 
during th eir term s of office. The President of 
the Senate shall be Vice-President of the repub­ 
lic. In caso oi absence or death of the Presi­ 
dent, the office shall be filled by the Vice-Presi­ 
dent, n ex t by the Speaker of the House, n ex t 
by the Vice President of the Senate, and lastly, 
by the President of the Suprem e T ribunal óf 
Justice. 
Death of President Mendez.

Ju n e 23d.—In the case o f the 
Southern Pacific Railroad com pany vs \Y K 
W iggs and Simon Newman, m the United States 
Circuit Court, an opinion was rendered to day 
by Judge Sawyer in favor of the com plainant 
This ease w as a bill iu eqnitv. seeking a decree 
declaring void aud anuulliug a patent of the 
United states to a quarter section of laud 
claim ed by the com plainant as a part of the 
laud granted to it to aid iu th e construction of 
its railroad, under the Act of Congress of July 
27,1866. The land lay outside oi the 20-m ile 
lim it, and w ithin the 30-miie lim it fixed by the 
statute, being a portion o! the land w hich the 
com plainant was authorized to s.Seot to m ake 
ui> for any deficiency that m ieht be found in the 
odd sections w ithin the 20-mile lim it by reason 
ot a prior disposition thereof or the acquisition 
of prior rights therein. 
A fter the defendant com plying w ith the p ro ­ 
visions of th e law and filing its m ap oi detinue 
location on January 3 1K>3, respondent, YViggs, 
filed in th e Land Office at Stockton a pre­ 
em ption declaratory statem ent for the said laud 
Respondent s right to said laud was affirmed bv 
the Land Com m issionerou January 22, 1882 aud 
again affirmed by the Secretary o'f the Interior 
Novem ber 27, 1SS3. The C o u rt'h o ld s th a: the 
Secretary acted upon a know n and recognized 
state of facts, and drew an erroneous conclu­ 
sion of law and gave the land to the respondent 
w hereas he should have aw arded to the com 
p lain an t. 
He issued a patent to the respondent 
on land w hich he had no legal right, aud the 
Court accordingly orders th at a decree be issued 
for the com plainant in pursuance of tile praver 
of the bill, adjudgiug respondent's title to' be 
void, and an nulling it; and th a t there be a per­ 
petual injunction against his using it or setting 
up auy ctaim of title or right under it, and th at 
he convey to the com plainant any right he m ay 
have or claim to have under it.

THE ELECTRIC COMPANY'S BOND. 


C ity A tto rn e y H a rt In fo rm s till* T ru s te e 
T h a t I t M u st S ta n d . 
The City Attorney read his op’niou to 
the Board of Trustees yesterday on the 
question as to w hether or not they could 
compel the Central Electric Company to 
forfeit their bond. H e said he had exam ­ 
ined the m atter carefully, and under the 
terms of the contract he could not conceive 
of any le^al reason wbich would justify 
ihe Board in taking the coarse proposed. 
The contract was very carelessly drawn, he 
said, aud must have been given little atten- 
ti >u when i; was passed. 
No fixed period 
of tim e within which the lighting of the 
city by the company should be begun was 
designated or provided for in the contract, 
and in the absence of such a provision it 
was to be assumed that the furnishing of 
the lights should be commenced w ithin a 
reasonable time. 
Under the terms of the 
contract ihe Board were not invested with 
lawful authority to declare the bond of the 
company forfeited, and if such an order 
were passed by the Board the Courts would 
not sustain it. 
Trustee McLaughlin said he didn't agree 
with the City Attorney, and was willing to 
test the question in the Courts. 
“ Yon can't find another lawyer who will 
give yon a different opinion,” said Mr. 
H art. 
"Yes, I can,” said McLaughlin, “and we 
can beat the company in Court, too.” 
Mr. H art rem arked that the best lawyers 
in town agreed with him in his opinion, 
aud continuing he said that the whole fault 
lay with the Board that pissed the ordi­ 
nance. 
It was ‘ railroaded ' through in a 
very slipshod manner. 
W hen the matter was taken up again, 
later in the day, Mr. McLaughlin com­ 
mented severely on what lie termed tlte 
com pany’s bad faith in its dealing with the 
city. 
He claimed 
h it it hail no right to 
secure a rrtncNise and then dispose of it. 
He insisted on a vote on his motion, made 
a we?k ago, to declare the contra. ’ for- 
fei ed.

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A LOGICAL REPLY. 
The appeal of one of a so-called athletic 
club of San Francisco to the Attorney- 
General is disingenuous, and the reply of 
the attorney is a thrust between the ribs. 
In plain language the club said to the law 
officer: “Let us go on with cur slogging, 
and in the meantime we will make an 
agreed case with you, to go l>efore the Su­ 
preme Court for the forfeiture of our 
charter or corporate rights. If it is de­ 
termined that our charter is invalid, then 
there is an end of the matter.” The reply 
of General Johnson was, in plain English: 
“Do you think to catch a fox sleeping? 
AVhat has your charter, so-called, to do 
■with your violation of the statute law of 
California? I do not care a rush light 
now much you incorporate, or how many 
so-called charters you hold, for there is 
nothing in the law prohibiting athletic 
clubs, nor their incorporation, but the law 
does prohibit prize-fights, ring-figbts and 
premeditated contentions of that order. 
Keep your charter, whatever that may be, 
and obey the laws of the land and you will 
have no trouble with officials.” 
The truth is, there never was a more 
cunningly devised trap laid to catch an 
official than that the club set for the law­ 
yer. But how hollow the pretense that 
the athletic club was organized for a law­ 
ful purpose—to stimulate legitimate ath­ 
letics. In what way has it done so ? 
What exhibitions has it ever given that 
were not contests between hired bruisers, 
and how can such things stimulate physi­ 
cal culture among the people ? Suppose 
the Courts should find that according to 
the articles of incorporation the club was 
organized for a lawful purpose, how could 
that finding affect in any way whatever 
the commission of unlawful acts under the 
auspices of the club? It is not the club 
the law is after—that may exist, if it can 
—but the crimes committed; they, say the 
officials, must cease. If the argument of 
the club officers presented to the Attorney- 
General is sound, then an organization for 
a lawful purjwse may commit crime under 
its charter, or otherwise, at will and escape 
punishment. Suppose, for instance, that 
locksmiths form an association to promote 
their trade, but it develops that they are 
teaching the art of lock-picking and en­ 
couraging burglary, will their “charter’’ 
protect them ? 


I t is evident that the old post-awnings 
that make Sacramento business streets look 
like old Mexican towns, one-half asleep 
and the other half not awake, are doomed- 
They are coming down in many sections of 
the city, and should all be razed to the 
ground. They are a menace to property 
because they cut oil' the approach of fire­ 
men. They are unsightly and narrow the 
Street. They are not uniform in archi­ 
tecture, and resemble a parcel of inde­ 
pendent cowsheds. 
They project the 
households aflairs largely Upon the public 
attention, to the offending of good taste- 
They are insecure, as a rule, and are liable 
at any time by the collision of teams with 
the posts to be thrown down. They are a 
constant source of expense for painting 
and patching. They do afford a shelter 
from the sun, but not nearly so much as do 
rolling metal screens, that can be brought 
down much nearer to the sidewalks, and in 
an instant can be put out of the way. The 
post-awning necessitates or rather invites 
the use of great sheets of duck cloth, sus­ 
pended from its upper edges, which add 
still more to the unsightliness of the 
streets. The old-time wooden awnings are 
devices admirably adapted to communicate 
flames from one building to all in the 
block, since they are suction flues for the 
swift passage of fire. They are not needed 
at all on one side of every street, and as 
for the other, the folding or rolling screen 
is infinitely preferable on the score of 
economy and safety. Let them all come 
down, now that the good work has begun. 
It would not be a bad idea to condemn 
them en masse, with the order attached to 
remove them inside of six months. 
In the preparation for the celebration of 
the Fourth of July, and the activity mani­ 
fest in arranging for the reception of the 
Republican State Convention, we should 
not allow the approaching improvement 
election to drop out of sight. Keep it in 
mind that to win it must secure a two- 
thirds vote. To have that, there must lie 
hard work and energetic exertion on the 
part of all citizens who believe they owe 
the town in which they live good will and 
some free labor. Do not speak of it as a 
“bond election”—it is not, but an im­ 
provement ballot—a mere determination 
to borrow of the future a little, to do jus­ 
tice to the present effort to make Sacra­ 
mento all it should be. 


The discovery of important papers in 
the baggage of the notorious woman Ju­ 
liette, Boulanger’s mistress, leaves no room 
for doubt concerning the unholy conspiracy 
in which the General was engaged. It i8 
now made clear that he was dipping his 
hands into the public treasury to reward 
his mistress and that she was in all his 
councils concerning his political ambi­ 
tions. The letters found show him to have 
had but one object, supreme control, and 
that the treasury of France would have 
been raided to the utmost to reward the 
vilest of beings. Boulanger’s star has now 
set, and Frenchmen will blush at the men­ 
tion of his name. 


AH ALLEGES WHITE LEPER. 


Health Officer H. I» Nichols Says He Has 
No Knowledge of One. 
It was stated on Sunday, on the author­ 
ity of a San Francisco paper, that the Sec­ 
retary of the Board of Health of that city 
had been asked by Dr. H. L. Nichols- 
Secretary of the Sacramento Board of 
Health, to receive and care for a white 
leper of whom this city wished to rid itselt. 
It was stated that the San Francisco official 
replied to Dr. Nichols, that San Francisco 
did not want, and would not receive, any 
more lepers from other places. 
Coupled with these statements was 
one 
to 
the 
effect 
that 
Secre- 
etary Hoesch of the San Francisco 
Health Board, had notified Secretary 
Nichols that Sacramento was still indebted 
to San Francisco for the expense incurred 
by the latter city in sending to China a 
Chinese leper shipped from here last March 
to the Bay. 
Dr. Nichols informs the Recobd-Union 
that the only correct statement contained 
in the published article referred to was 
that he had recived from Secretary Hoesch 
a bill for the amount of expense’incurred 
in sending the Chinese leper to his native 
land, amounting to $103. Secretary Nichols 
—who is also Health Officer of the city 
—says that he notified Secretary Hoesch 
that he, the Health Board, nor any other 
municipal authority—so far as he could 
learn—was responsible for the sending of 
the Chinese leper to San Francisco, and 
consequently knew nothing about any bill 
of expense. 
' 
Concerning that Chinese leper. Secretary 
Nichols says there was an unnecessary 
sensation made over him. He visited him 
as soon as he learned of the man's pres­ 
ence here; found that he was a non-resi­ 
dent ; that he had come here for medical 
treatment; that he was isolated, and that 
no person was endangered by his presence, 
especially as it was a very mild case, the 
patient showing very slight symptoms of 
the disease. His purpose was to allow him 
to receive medical treatment where he was 
until proper means could be found fjr dis­ 
posing of the case. But a scare was gotten 
up over the matter, and the patient taken 
to San Francisco and left there. 
Secretary Nichols says he has no knowl­ 
edge of the presence of any white leper in 
this city, and certainly has had no such 
communication with Secretary Hoesch as 
stated in the San Francisco paper. As re­ 
gards the general health of the city, he 
says it was never better. The rate of mor­ 
tality for this month bids fair, he says, to 
be the lowest ever recorded for Sacramento, 
which statistics show to be one of the 
healthiest cities in the world.

M. J. DILLMAN WANTS A STREET RAIL­ 
ROAD FRANCHISE. 


The Carey 
Franchise 
Extended 
One 
Year—I and J Street Improvements 
—Sidewalks Condemned* 


The first m atter taken up yesterday at 
the meeting of the Board of City Trustees 
was the reading of a proposed ordinance 
granting R. S. Carey an extension of time 
for the construction and completion of 
street railways on Third from K to Q; Sev­ 
enth from K to H; H from Seventh to 
Tenth, thence north along Tenth to F, 
thence east along F to a point m idway be­ 
tween Nineteenth and Twentieth streets. 
Mayor Comstock said he believed Mr. 
Carey would have forfeited his contract to 
the city if there had not been such a se­ 
vere winter, and he moved the passage of 
the ordinance. 
Trustee M cLaughlin said as he under­ 
stood the m atter, Mr. Carey was to com­ 
plete one-third of the road the first year, 
tw o-thirds the second year, and the re­ 
m ainder the third year. H e understood 
how Mr. Carey m ight have been ham pered 
on account of the severe weather last w in­ 
ter and believed he ought to be given an 
extension of time. However, he thought 
Mr. Carey m ight m ake up this year w hat 
be had not done last year. In other words, 
he could build two-thirds of the road this 
year and the rem ainder the following year. 
Upon the suggestion of Trustee Wolf, 
the m atter was laid over for discussion till 
the afternoon session. 
W hen the matter came up again Mr. 
McLaughlin said he was willing to vote for 
the ordinance by am ending it so that one- 
third of the work shall be done the first 
year, and two-thirds the second year. H e 
did not want to extend the franchise so as 
to cover three years from this date. 
Mr. W olf said he was in favor of such an 
am endm ent. 
Mr. Carey was entitled, he 
thought, to an extension of tim e for the 
commencement and construction of one- 
third of the work, but should do the other 
two-thirds the second year. There rem ains 
a great deal of work to be done by Mr. 
Carey this year in raising his O and H 
street tracks, and he thought it no more 
than right to extend the tim e for doing 
the first third of the new work. 
The ordinance was amended as sug­ 
gested and then passed. 
The election notice calling for an elec­ 
tion on July 9th for the purpose of sub­ 
m itting the bond question to the people 
was ordered printed, and election officers 
were appointed. 


SALOONS A N » DANCE-HOCSES. 
City Attorney H art read an ordinance 
prepared by him in regard to regulating 
saloons and 
dance-houses 
and places 
where spirituous liquors are sold. The 
ordinance was the same, w ith a few cor­ 
rections, as read by the City Attorney at 
the meeting of the Board a week ago, the 
m ain points of w hich were published at 
the time. It was laid over one week. 


STORAGE OF O IL, ETC. 
An ordinance in regard to the storage of 
explosives, oil and other combustibles, 
presented bv City Attorney H art, was read 
the first tim e and laid over. 


OBJECTING TO A CAR-TRACK. 
A petition was presented to the Board 
signed by property owners representing 
1,040 front feet, asking that they take some 
action towards the removal of the track of 
the Central Street Railway Company on 
Eleventh street, from K to L; and on L 
street from Eleventh to Fifteenth street, for 
the reason that it was an obstruction to the 
street,and willful neglect on the part of the 
company in not running their cars over the 
said portion of their track. 
The m atter was postponed one week. 


G AND I STREETS IM PROVEM ENT. 
Bids for the grading of G street, from 
Sixth to Twentieth, were opened. P. A. 
M iller was the lowest bidder. The con­ 
tract was let to him . 
There was but one bid on file for the im 
provem ent of I street, from Thirteenth to 
Thirty-first, and considerable discussion 
ensued as to w hether or not it should be 
opened. 
It was finally read, and found to 
be from R. W. Parker. 
City Surveyor Pierson reported that his 
estim ate for the grading and graveling of I 
street would be $1 24 per front foot. 
A resolution to award R. W. P arker the 
contract was finally laid over one week. 


CONCERNING LICENSES. 
A proposed ordinance was considered by 
the Board concerning city licenses, and 
providing for a penalty in certain cases for 
failing to procure the same. According to 
the ordinance, anyone failing to procure a 
license when it is necessary for the trans­ 
action of his business, is guilty of a m isde­ 
meanor, and shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding $500. or by im prisonm ent for 
six m onths, or by both such fine and im ­ 
prisonm ent. 


MORE LIG H T WANTED. 
A petition was presented to the Board 
asking that the electric light formerly at 
Ninth and R streets be replaced. Trustee 
McLaughlin said h i thought there was 
plenty of light there. Tne mast was re­ 
moved to Tenth street, became there was 
more travel on that road. 
A couple of citizens, who were present, 
asked the Board to continue lighting the 
lamps on the high masts at Twenty-first and 
O streets and Twenty-second a n d 'j. Mavor 
Comstock fovored doing so, but the Street 
Commissioner objected, and said it would 
break up the whole system to do it. 


RAILROAD FOR NINTH STREET. 
M. J. Dillman asked for a franchise to 
construct a street railway line from N inth 
and I to N inth and Y street, and thence to 
Tenth street. 
He proposed to operate the 
cars by electricity only, and would run 
them every fifteen minutes, from 6 o’clock 
in the m orning until 8 o'clock at night. 
He wanted six m onths’ tim e to begin and 
one year to complete the work. The rea­ 
son he asked for six m onths’ tim e in which 
to commence operations was that he might 
obtain some information as to how success­ 
ful roads in the East, after which he pro­ 
posed to pattern, were being operated. Mr. 
Dillman said his was the pole system. 
The Board informed him that he would 
have to prepare a franchise and subm it it. 


MR. riE R C E WANTS DAMAGES. 
W hen the Board met in the afternoon 
Elwood Bruner appeared as counsel for 
Edward Pierce, who lives outside the city, 
and who claims that he is greatly incon­ 
venienced and his property damaged by 
the condition of the Y-street levee at the 
Second-street crossing. 
Mr. Bruner pre­ 
sented a claim for $2,500 damages on be­ 
half of Mr. Pierce. 
H e addressed the 
Board at some length on the subject of Mr. 
Pierce’s injury in consequence of the al­ 
leged bad condition of the levee. 
On motion of Mr. Wolf, the claim was 
rejected. 


MORE PROPOSED IM PROVEMENTS. 
Resolutions of intention were passed for 
the^fcprovem ent of Tenth street, from R 
to iB F ifteenth, from N to O; Third, from 
T tM f: N, from Nineteenth to Twenty- 
ninTh: N, from Fifteenth to Nineteenth; 
Fourth, from R to S. 


W ILL J STREET BE IMPROVED? 
A resolution of intention was presented 
by Trustee 
McLaughlin to im prove J 
street, from Fourteenth to Thirty-first, ac­ 
companied by a motion to have the former 
one. covering from Fourteenth to Twenty- 
eighth, rescinded. 
Philip Kitz appeared before the Board 
and argued against the graveling of J 
street beyond Twenty-eighth. 
He claimed 
that the street is now in fair condition for 
those two blocks, and that the improve­ 
m ent of I street, adjoining, would make 
theburdpn a heavy one ou property-owners 
whose lots fronted 
o d both streets. 
He 
said they were willing to improve one 
street, but that two was too m uch in one 
year. 
Mr. McLaughlin said that unless J street 
was improved clear through the property­ 
owners west of Twenty-eighth street would 
defeat the proposition. H e would be satis­ 
fied to go to Twenty-eighth, but did not 
want to endanger the im provem ent of the 
street by excepting two blocks. 
Mayor Comstock said that if the m atter 
were laid over a week and ’.hesituation ex­ 
plained to the property-owners west of 
Twenty-eighth street they m ight consent to 
have the last two blocks excepted. 
Mr. McLaughlin said that if it went over 
the whole project would be defeated. 
The roll was called, and the resolution 
passed bv the votes of Trustees McLaugh­ 
lin soil Wolf, the Mayor voting no. 


REMOVAL OF DEAD ANIMALS. 
Mr. W olf moved that the contract for 
rem oving dead anim als from the city be 
awarded to E. Grubbs, who had offered a 
prem ium of $10 therefor. 
Messrs. Healy and Slaughter, who had 
bid. as they claimed, in accordance with 
the official notice, objected to such pro­ 


posed action. They said th at if the Board 
wanted to advertise for bids for prem ium s 
to do the work it should do so. 
Mr. McLaughlin moved to amend by lay­ 
ing the m atter over one week and so am end­ 
ing the ordinance that bids for prem ium s 
could be received. Lost. 
Mr. W olfs motion to award the contract 
to E. Grubbs was then carried by the votes 
of the Mayor and Trustee Wolf. 
The Mayor reported having negotiated 
for $10,000 insurance on the A rt Gallery 
building and $10,000 on the contents. 
SIDEWALKS CONDEMNED. 
Mr. McLaughlin reported the sidewalk 
on N inth street, between K and L, as con­ 
demned; also the sidewalk on the east side 
of Eighth street, from K to the alley on 
the south; also on L street, north side, 
from Eighth to N inth; also P street, north 
side, from Third to Fourth. 
ANOTHER “ coal” DAY. 
The perennial coal bill was brought up 
toward the close of the session of the 
Trustees yesterday. 
The Mayor said he 
would not vote to pay any of the lone 
com pany’s bills until the $900 rebate was 
deducted. 
After a few rem arks on the subject the 
m atter was dropped. 
MISCELLANEOUS business. 
Mayor Comstock said parties had com­ 
plained to him that a horse, running loose 
near Fourth and M streets, was doing con­ 
siderable damage to young trees. The at­ 
tention of the Poundmaster will be di­ 
rected to the nuisance. 
The property owners on N inth street 
withdrew their objection to having Tenth 
street graded and graveled. 
The Chief Engineer of the W ater W orks 
subm itted his weekly report showing that 
37,000,000 gallons of water 
had 
been 
pumped in the past seven days. The Holly 
engine was run 71 hours and the Stevens 
113 hours. 
Bids for the construction of a bridge over 
the canal at Thirty-first and Y streets were 
opened. 
Complaint was made to the Board that 
the streets in Slater's addition were not 
being properly sprinkled, and the m atter 
was referred to the Street Commissioner. 
A vitrified iron-stone pipe sewer was or­ 
dered on M street, between Twenty-second 
and Twenty-ninth. 
Thomas Churchman wanted the Board 
to open the streets in the vicinity of T h ir­ 
tieth and F streets, and his request will be 
considered. 


NOT A BONANZA. 


Police 
Court 
Clerk 
Duden Says He 
Doesn’t Want the Place. 
For several weeks past a young m an 
nam ed Charles Jones has been acting as 
Police Court Clerk in place of E. F . Duden, 
but it appears he has no power of swearing 
persons to complaints. Duden, of course, 
had, but Jones being simply a substitute 
has not, and considerable inconvenience is 
caused thereby. Mr. Duden has not put in 
an appearance for nearly two m onths, and 
says he does not intend to act in that 
capacity any more. 
If this is the case it would appear no 
more than right that Mr. Duden should 
hand in his resignation, and that Mr. Jones 
or some one else be duly appointed. 
City Attorney H art complains that per­ 
sona are inconvenienced to no little extent, 
and says that the Clerk should be ap­ 
pointed with the power of swearing per­ 
sons to complaiDts.

The Chinam an was killed 
by being thrown from his wagon at the 
crossing of the Y-street levee at Second 
street. The claim was made that the levee 
was unsafe, and that the city was responsi­ 
ble for its condition. 
Mayor Comstock said he believed the 
m atter could be settled for m uch less than 
$500. 
Trustees McLaughlin and W olf said they 
were opposed to allowing the claim ; that 
the crossing was not an unsafe one, and 
that the Chinam an came to his death by his 
own carelessness. 
No action was taken.

MUD-CHOKED FIRE PLUGS. 


FIRE COMMISSIONER WEILL H£S SOME­ 
THING TO SAY ABOUT THEM. 


The Flags Should be Coder the Imme­ 
diate Control of the Fire 
Department. 


Mud-staffed fire plugs have on num er­ 
ous occasions not only hampered the fire 
departm ent in its work, but have cost 
property owners more than would have 
paid a m an to go about aDd blow out every 
plug in the city several times each week. 
Members of the fire departm ent agree 
that had not just such an exasperating 
obstacle been encountered at the recent Pa­ 
cific M arket fire, m uch of the stock and 
fixtures could have been saved. As it 
was, however, nothing could be drawn 
from a couple of the plugs for ten m inutes 
but a thick, heavy m ud, which choked the 
engines and hose. 
One plug in particular 
was in a sham eful condition. Anybody 
who has seen a good lively fire, or who 
knows anything about fires at all, knows 
w hat am ount of damage can be done, and 
w hat headway the fire can get under in ten 
m inutes. 
E ntire 
buildings have been 
known to be reduced to cinders in that 
time. 
And the Pacific M arket fire is only one of 
m any sim ilar instances that have occurred 
within a comparatively short time. 
Mud-choked plugs has been the subject 
of m uch conversation on the streets and 
elsewhere of late, and the present state of 
affairs has been universally condemned. 
The unanim ons opinion is that the plags 
cannot be too well taken care of nor blown 
out too often. 
FIRE COMMISSIONER WEIL TALKS. 
A R ecord U nio n reporter had a talk 
with John Weil, Chairm an of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, last evening, and 
found that gentleman particularly agitated 
over the condition of the plugs. 
" It is sim ply sham eful.” said he, “ and 
should not be tolerated. 
But what can the 
tire departm ent do about it? It had no 
jurisdiction over the plugs. Still, I have 
heard people blam ing the firemen, because 
they were compelled to stand about like so 
m any statues last week, unable to get a 
stream on the fire. Now, everybody will 
adm it that Sacramento has an efficient de­ 
partm ent—an unusually efficient one. The 
firemen have been complimented by the 
press and public for their heroic work. 
Look at the magnificent work they did at 
the Sullivan-Kelly Company fire. 
They 
had no mud-stuffed plugs to deal with 
tdere. Their engines and hose are all good, 
and kept good, but of w hat use are they 
when no water is to b e had? and all be­ 
cause of the m ud that has collected in the 
plugs. 
"Now,” continued Mr. Weil, warmiDg 
up to the subject, “ there is but one solu­ 
tion to this difficulty—only one—and you 
and everybody else will agree w ith me. 
These fire plugs were established for fire 
purposes only. 
Nobody but the fire de­ 
partm ent has a right to use them —it is a 
violation of the ordinance for anybody else 
to use them . It’s just the same with the 
engines, hook-and-laddei. and hose—they 
are bought and kept for fire purposes only. 
Now. why are aot the plugs under the im ­ 
mediate control of the fire departm ent, as 
are engines, etc.? Thai's 


W H ERE TH E SYSTEM IS WRONG, 
I tell you and that is where it has to 
be corrected. W ith the plugs in the hands 
of the departm ent; instead of the City 
Trustees, the entire fire business would 
then be controlled by it, and the property 
owners would know just where to point 
shonld there be any blame, just as they 
would now if rotten hose, broken down 
engines or rickety ladders should be taken 
to a fire. There would be no more of this 
shoving of blame from one institution to 
another. Then it would be to the depart­ 
m ent’s interest and its duty to see that 
every plug in the city is in condition to be 
used. 
“ My plan would be—should the control 
of the plugs be turned over to the fire de­ 
partm ent, where they properly belong—to 
increase the salary of the electrician to that 
extent that he could devote his whole time 
to the alarm system and the plug3. He 
could m ake the rounds of the boxes, test 
them aDd see that they are in constant 
good condition, and at the same time blow 
out every fire-plug on the route. In this 
way two Dotabiy defective systems could 
be straightened out, and the gain to the 
property-owners, through quick and accu­ 
rate work of the departm ent, would pay 
this increased salary a hundred times over. 
It would be the duty of this officer to keep 
constantly on the alarm and plug circuit, 
and in that way they w ouldn’t have time 
to get out of order.” 
Several prom inent citizens? who were 
present and beard Mr. W eil’s rem arks 
heartily approved of his idea, and declared 
that they would lend their assistance in 
bringing about the change suggested.

SOCIAL AMENITIES. 


Pleasantries That Serve to Enliven the 
Trustees’ Sessions. 
During the exam ination of bills at yes­ 
terday’s session 
of 
the City Trustees, 
Mayor Comstock 
complained 
that the 
wages allowed one of the men in the street 
department, $3 50 per day, were too high. 
It seems that the m an’s special duties are 
to spread gravel on the streets. 
The Mayor’s rem arks som ewhat nettled 
Street Commissioner M cLaughlin, and the 
latter replied that all men cannot spread 
gravel properly, and that the services of the 
m an of whose pay the Mayor complained 
was worth every cent that he asked.' 
"W hen there is any more gravel to be 
Bpread,” continued he, “you had better get 
men to do it yourself.” 
“I can get men to do the work at $ 2 a 
day,” said the Mayor. 
"W ell,” rejoined Trustee McLaughlin, 
sharply, " I believe I am competent to at­ 
tend to the street work, and to look after 
the men in my employ. 
It’s m y judgm ent 
that you had better attend to your own bus­ 
iness. If you do that right you’ll have 
enough to do.” 
“ W ell, I ’m the Mayor, and I think I 
have a right to have a say in all these 
things,” replied the Mayor. *‘I saw some 
of these men working on the streets that 
were not earning their money, and I could 
get better m en and cheaper ones.” 
By this tim e the Street Commissioner be­ 
gan to get a little bit hot, and there was 
fire in his eyes as he ssid : 
“There are other departm ents of the 
city that need your attention a great deal 
more than m ine does. 
There are lots of 
things you could devote your tim e to in ­ 
stead of spying arouud after a few men 
working on the streets. 
It’s none of your 
business, 
anyhow, 
and 
you m ight be 
learning something about your own de­ 
partm ent.” 
The Mayor admitted th at he was a new 
hand at that business, and was w illing to 
learn all he could. W ith that the subject 
was dropped.

Passed.

E. Curtis, 
corresjiondent of th e Chicago Daily Ainas, and 
B laine’s conlidant, sends to bis paper tb e fol­ 
low ing statem ent concerning B laine’s views on 
M cKinley’s bill: 
“There is no reason w hy th e ■emphatic expres­ 
sion of Blaine in the Senate Com m ittee on Ap­ 
propriations th e other day, concerning the tariff 
till, should have caused any surprise to the 
Com m ittee on W ays an d Means, for he has been 
trv iu g to im press th a t com m ittee w ith the sam e 
views all w inter w hile the fcill was being form u­ 
lated. 
B e h ad repeated 
conferences w ith 
Messrs. M cKinley. Burrows, George, D ingier 
■and the other R epublican m em bers, and In a 
m ost earnest m an n er protested against the 
p lacin g of sugar on th e free 
list w ithout 
corresponding concessions from the sugar-grow­ 
ing countries, against the increase of d u ty on 
wool, w hich is our chief article of im port irom 
•Chile and A rgentine Republic, and against the 
proposed duty on hides. He explained to the 
com m ittee th e International Am erican Con­ 
ference and efforts h e was m aking to secure a 
reciprocity treaty w ith th e Central and South 
A m erican countries, as to the ex tent o f the 
m arket for o u r m anufactures and agricultural 
products. T hat could easily be done, he ex ­ 
plained. by offering in exchange the duties we 
charge on sugar and carpet wools, w hich are 
not produced in th is country. 
“ Mr. Blaine dem onstrated to the com m ittee 
th a t the rem oval of the duty ou sugar w as not 
going to relieve th e form er from the depression 
in prices. The iarm er does not use raw sugar, 
b u t refined sugar, and th e duty on the latter is 
increased by th e McKinley bill. He w ould be 
even m ore at th e m ercy of the sugar trust or 
any oth er m onopoly th a t m ight be established, 
for th e dom estic m anufacturer of sugar would 
be in a position to increase the price of th e re­ 
fined article at any tim e he chooses, although 
h e w ould get his raw m aterial cheaper. The 
expectation of the benefit of this legislation 
upon tb e sugar m anufacturers, as show u by the 
increase in value of sugar-trust certificates, 
w hich were quoted at 50 o a the 10th of January, 
before the House com m ittee took up the ques­ 
tion of free sugar, and at 05 ou May 21st, w hen 
th e bill -was reported to the Senate. But there 
h as been no increase in the value of corn or 
w heat, or potatoes, or anything the tarm er 
holds. 
“ Mr. Blaine endeavored to convince the com ­ 
m ittee th at if they w anted to do som ething to 
benefit the form er they could do it best by pro­ 
viding him a profitable m arket for his surplus 
products. 
T his was m uch more im portant 
th an to cheapen th e price oi his sugar one cent 
per pound. A farm er’s lam ily uses a hundred 
pounds of sugar a year perhaps, on w hich the 
reduction 
w ould 
am ount 
to 
81. 
He 
could afford to sacrifice th at, if th e price of 
w heat, com . and oth er agricultural products 
could be advanced even one cent a bushel. 
But by the negotiating of reciprocity treaties 
both objects would] ce accom plished. The duty 
on sugar could be rem oved, and an enorm ous 
foreign dem and for farm products secured But 
th e com m ittee were obstinate. 
They had d e­ 
cided to put sugar on the free list and would 
n o t reconsider th a t determ ination. 
“ Mr. Blaine subm itted to the com m ittee in­ 
form ally an am endm ent to the tariff bill sim i­ 
lar to th at iutrodncedin the Senate by Mr. Hale, 
authorizing th e President to declare the ports 
o f th e United States free to the sugar of any 
nation th a t rem oved the duties on our food pro­ 
ducts. but Mr. M cKinley i was th e only one of 
th e R epublicans who would agree to it. The 
rem ainder objected to it because it w ould com ­ 
plicate m atters. 
“ T here is no reason w hy the actual facts 
about th e ‘scene’ in the A ppropriation Com m it­ 
tee's room the other day should not be related. 
1 happened to be a witness, and the circum ­ 
stances w ere th e s e : 
“ Mr. Blaine w as explaining to the sub-com­ 
m ittee the necessity of m aking an appropriation 
to carry into effect th e recom m endations of the 
Intern atio n al Conference. Mr. Hale inquired 
w hat results w ete to be expected. W hereupon 
Mr. Blaine, w ith an im pctuousncss th a t is ch ar­ 
acteristic ol him , declared th at if sugar was 
placed upon the free list the greatest result 
sought for and expected from the In ternational 
Conference w ould be sacrificed. 
He declared 
th a t it would tie a most inexcusable piece of 
folly the Republican party was ever guilty ol, 
and" 
th at 
th e 
leaders in Congress w ould 
realize 
it 
before 
m any 
m onths, 
and 
th a t if he was in the Senate he 
would 
fight it 
to 
th e 
best of his 
ability. 
He 
spoke w ith great earnestness, and said he 
w ould give two years of his lite for two hours 
o n th e floor of the Senate w hen th e sugar 
schedule was under consideration. Forty m ill­ 
ions of people, he said, had expressed th eir 
w illingness to adm it our food products free if 
we could take the duty off th eir sugar, and in 
th e face of th a t proposition our Congress pro­ 
poses to put sugar on the free list w ithout ask­ 
ing any concession in return. 
“ Mr. Blaine has created a trem endous sensa­ 
tio n by the boldness w ith w hich he attacked 
th e policy of the party of w hich he has been a 
leader so long, and if he were on the floor of 
th e Senate or House, w here he could have an 
opportunity of debate and parliam entary priv­ 
ileges, there would be uo doubt as to the result. 
If the present policy is pursued it w ill be 
against the advice of th e President. Secretary 
o f State, and the leading R epublican new s­ 
papers.”

MOLDEES. 


C o n tra d ic to ry R e p o rts F ro m B o th S id es 
o f th e S trik e . 
[From the San Francisco Poet, June 23d.] 
Another molder from the East presented 
himself at the office of the Risdon Iron 
Works this morning and was put to work 
immediately. 
There are a number of 
molders en route to the city, but when they 
are to arrive thefoundrymen do not choose 
to tell, so as to avoid collision with the 
strikers. 
R. 8. Moore, Superintendent of 
the Risdon, said this morning that he did 
not know what disposition would be yet 
made of tbe expected meu. 
‘‘We do not need any men here,” he 
said, “as our shop is full; but we will pro­ 
vide for the new comers. The man who 
arrived this morning came here on the rep­ 
resentation of some of his friends who are 
working in the shop. 
He gave the names 
of several more who are first class molders 
and who are anxious to come to San ¿Van- 
cisco. Another of the strikers went into 
the Fulton Iron Works this morning, and 
two more went into the Occidental last 
week. The molders are getting tired of 
living on promises, and are beginning to 
look for something more substantial. The 
chances for tbe strikers getting back to 
work are becoming slimmer each day. We 
have no objections to their working in our 
shops, but they must be governed by our 
rules. 
“Our shops are being filled up rapidly 
now by non-union meu. 
To be sure, we 
have got some poor men in the lots which 
have beeu sent out, but on the other hand 
we have secured a great many first class 
men. 
As to tbe article published this 
morning regarding the inability of the 
Union Iron Works to carry out their con­ 
tract with the cable company. In the first 
place, the report is not true; but if the 
Union Iron Works should be stuck on any 
of its work our shop or a number of others 
can do the work for them.” 
At the molders’ headquarters it was de­ 
nied that three men had returned to work. 
The man who had goae to the Fulton was 
named Flinker. 
President Valentine looked 
over the 
union’s books and found that Flinker was 
a suspended member. He said that he had 
been in some trouble, he could not remem­ 
ber exactly what, at the time, but he 
thought it was regarding property, and at 
any rate he said he complained of being in 
sore distress on account of being out of 
work, and as he was represented to the 
molders as a man worthy of relief, a sum 
of money was donated to him. Since then 
he has not been seen about the molders’ 
headquarters, and it was reported that he 
was working in Oakland. 
“There has been no desertion from the 
ranks,” said tbe President, “and I emphati­ 
cally deny that any of our men have gone 
to work in the Occidental or auy other 
foundry. I will give a $20 piece for every 
man that can be found woiking in the 
shops who belongs to our union.”

SUPREME COURT. 


The following Supreme Court opinions were 
filed yesterday in the office of J. S. W illiams, 
clerk for the Sacram ento district: 
The People vs. H arrison et a!.—This ¡«¡an ap­ 
peal from an order m ade vacating a judgm ent 
on motion. The judgm ent was vacated by the 
Court below, the order was reversed in D epart­ 
m ent (m e and a rehearing granted. T hegrouuds 
u|>ou w hich it was sought to vacate tbe judg­ 
m ent was th at the sum m ons was not personally 
served on the defendant and was published 
w ithout the affidavit for such publication re­ 
quired by the State. The motion lo vacate was 
m ade sixteen years after the judgm ent was ren­ 
dered. 
The evidence shows th a t all of the 
papers in the original action, upon w hich the 
judgm ent was founded, were lost and the m o­ 
t on was attem pted to be sustained ou part of 
testim ony alone. The Suprem e Court reverses 
the order. 
T he People vs. Blake—This case was heard in 
D epartm eut Two and affirm td. 
A rehearing 
was granted. The Court affirms the order. 
People vs. Brady—These cases are in all m a­ 
terial respecta the same as People vs. Blake, just 
decided, and ou the authority ot th a t case and 
People vs. H arrison, th s order appealed from is 
reversed. 
People vs. Hemme—The order appealed from 
is affirmed. 
People vs. John Thom son, a T eham a county 
case--The delendaut was convicted of grand 
larceny upon an inform ation charging him with 
robbery. He appeals from the judgm ent ren­ 
dered and from an order cenying him a new- 
trial. 
His first point is th at the Court erred iu 
refusing to set aside an inform ation, which they 
claim did not have a proper basis ou w hich to 
rest, tbe com m itm ent being defective. The de­ 
fendant also claim s th at his rights were preju­ 
diced by the adm ission of conditional tleposi- 
tion of one Floyd, the prosecuting witness, the 
deposition 
being taken 
at 
a tim e w hen 
there was nothing before the Superior Court 
which gave it jurisdiction to try the derendant, 
or tiefore the filing of the second inform ation. 
It is also claim ed th at although the defendant 
m ade a confession, he did not do so voluntarily 
but understood from the actions and the lan­ 
guage ot the Sheriff th at he would be ^benefited 
by ao doing. 
The Cou t reverses the judgm ent and order.
